He received his medical educa 


tion In the Medical College of Indiana 
and in 1846. at the age of 20 years 
commenced practise in St. Charles, 111 
From 1854 to 1857. ho edited a politi 
cal paper at Laporte. Ind., and in 186 
he completed the study of law,and wa- 
admitted to the bar. In 1856. he 
elected a presidential elector from Ini] 
diana 
In 1859, Dr Everts was 
ap 


pointed registrar of the United State, 
land office, at Hudson, Wis.. and bel< 
that position until 1861 
He then re 


signed to enter tht Union army. H 
was appointed a field surgeon, with 
the title of major, and served with tbe 
army of the Potomac until July, 18SS 
just four years after his enlistment 
He was in ail the battles in which th 
army of the Potomac participated, ex 
ftpt Bull Run and Antlotam.
